McAdoo May Cut Pres- 
idents’ Stipends to — 
$10,000. 


None of the high. salaried railroad 
men hereabofits expressed worry yes- 
terday over the report from Wash- 
ington that one of Director General 
McAdoo’s first acts will be to slash 
high salaries. Yet it is said that rail- 
road presidents, who are receiving 
from $50,000 to $150,000 a year, fully 
expect to be the chief victims of a 
general slashing of salaries. It would 
net surprise them if Mr. McAdoo were 
to decree $10,000 the highest compensa- 
tion to be paid to any railway official. 

Mr. McAdoo was quoted last evening 
in Washington as saying he had not 
got as far as considering the ques- 
tion of salaries, but he indicated that 
he would not hesitate to reduce rates 
of compensation in the interest of 
economy. 

_ Average Pay of Executives. 

The interstate commerce commis- 
sion’s 1916 report of the number of 
railroad presidents, vice presidents, 
general managers, and on down to di- 
vision superintendents for the same 
period was 17,057.
